As will be seen from page one the rc- 
siilta of the first two days of the Amalga- 
mated Charities are not in the least en- 
couraging. This is perhaps because of the 
fact that tho contributions of most stu- 
dents have not as yet been solicited. From 
the results it will be seen that in those 
faculties where there are few students the 
largest percentage of the objective has 
been collected. 

Arranging for canvassers to cover tho 
entire University implies a great deal of 
labour and in general it is extremely dif- 
ficult to do the job perfectly. Moreover, 
the canvassers usually 'do not know the 
people whom they are supposed to canvass 
. -r-rendering it even more difficult to col- 
llect money. If, however, students would 
Ko-opcrate by meeting the canvasser nt an 
Assigned place at his leisure, the collecting 
of contributions would be greatly facili- 
tated. 

One of the contributions is listed as 
anonymous. This it should be pointed out 
is a donation from members of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, who seem to realize 
even better than University students that 
there is still a need for Charity in spite of 
rlthe exigencies of tlio war.

ers he heads In this country in the .proper 
way or else go out of existence. Mr. Na- 
than . . . expressed his dissatisfaction with 
the political line taken by the European 
P.E.N. in America. He declared that the 
organization was supposed! to have func- 
tioned within the framework of the Ameri- 
can Center and had not, and Indicated that 
if the group headed by M, Romains did 
not hold an election of officers within the 
next icw weeks it would be repudiated by 
the American Center."— From The New 
York Times.

. Place the Times item beside accounts of the 
ASCAP-BMI battle, the struggle between 
James Caesar PetrlUo's American Federation 
of Musicians and the American Guild of Mu- 
sical Artists, and the attempts by both CIO 
and AFL to organize the imiversity teaching 
profession. Ponder upon these instances and 
a pattern begins to take form. The pattern is 
a familiar one. Set In the context of industry, 
heavy or light, America has come to know It 
well Yet, how like tho bursting in upon a 
family party of a drunken Interloper when 
trade unions invade the sainted domain of arts 
and Miences.

Let's not become too literal about this. Ad- 
mittedly the P.E.N. reference is far fetched. 
P.EJf. is no more a trade union than is the 
Women's Christian Temperance Union. There 
is however a remarkable degree of correspon- 
dence. Hark at Nathan the novelist telling 
Romains to organize "In the proper way or 
else go out of existence." Shades of John L. 
Lewis among the literary gentlemen.. Remem- 
ber the first CIO organizational drive?

True it is that writers, or musicians, or col- 
lege professors appear strangely out of char- 
acter as dues-paying members of a union. The 
word smaeks of tin dinner pails and denim 
overalls. Vht motives for organizing though, 
are the seme for sheet metal workers as for 
song writers and this sameness Is reflected in 
the tactics of both. 

♦ ♦ « 

A case in point is the jurisdictional conflict 
between the Petrillo union and the Guild of> 
Musical Artists, ot which Lawrence Tibbett 
and Jaseha Helfctz are Joint heads. Petrillo, 
czâr of the Federation to which the majority 
o| orchestral musicians across the United 
States and Canada owe allegiance, demanded 
not much more than a year ago, that the Guild 
people— concert artists all— join the Federa- 
tion. When the Guild stood fast, on the ground 
that there was scant community of Interest be- 
tween Flagstad and Fats Woller Petrillo fumed 
and flung threats. A handful of Guild men 
heeded Petrillo's pyrotechnics. Notable among 
them were Albert Spalding and Joseph Szlgeti. 
At this writing the battle lines ore drawn and 
Tibbett as generalissimo of the Guild, has 
made it clear that there will be no compro- 
mise, "V • 

■ ♦ O ♦ 

Szlgeti meanwhile had been booked as solo- 
ist with the Boston Symphony Orchestra, the 
only mojor orchestra in America that resists 
unionization. Biding his time until the orches- 
tra published its fall prospectus, Petrillo ruled 
that Szlgeti must not play with the Bostoniens 
until they too join the Federation. At the same 
time he spread confusion in the offices of the 
staunchly unionized New York Philharmonic, 
this winter celebrating its 100th anniversary. 
The Philharmonic, by way of celebration, had 
invited Serge Koussevltzky, permanent con- 
ductor of the Boston Orchestra, to direct part 
of the New York season. Said Petrillo: "Kous- 
sevltzky cannot conduct the New York Phil- 
harmonic until his Boston Symphony signs 
with us." At that point matters now stand.

RUTS 

In all walks of life, men, to be 
successful, must strive to keep 
themselves from falling Into ruts. 
That Is, they must try to keep their 
outlook on life from becoming dry 
and hard and narrow, and that is 
the rbsult ot a too-continued appli- 
cation to one certain Une of work. 
Granted of course that a man 
should have one big overmastering 
ambition, he should at the same 
time have many minor interests 
that, will give him happiness and 
will keep his interest in life fresh 
and youthful. Most great men, al- 
though perhaps they are great by 
achievement in some special line of 
work, have hobbies or sidelines of 
work that, not only : provide .them 
with necessary recreation, but that 
also round out their characters or 
personalities and make - them 
stronger and more vitally interest' 
Ing, 

As In the wofld itself, so Iii bur 
college life the student must try 
alwayS' to keep hbnselt from get 
ting Into ruts. Our college coiurse 
should not teach us to think olong 
certain set lines. If it does, It Is a 
failure. It. should teach us to think 
Independently, no matter what hard 
and fast rules our professors lay 
down In the class rooms; for the 
man whose mind has one or two 
Independent ideas floating around 
in it Is a better man than the fel- 
low whose brain is crammed to 
overflowing with ideas he has cull' 
ed from the lecture room, and 
which he repeats parrot-like when- 
ever the opportunity presents it'> 
self. 

There is also a tendency for the 
college student to become so en- 
grossed In the varied activities of 
the university that he loses sight 
of the fact that college is really a 
very small part ot a world that Is 
very big. It the undergraduate is 
to think independently, and' if his 
life is not to be bounded by the 
somewhat restricted Interests of 
college life, he should have some 
interesthig hobbies, and should also 
Indulge in the practice of .wander 
ing oft by himself occasionally and 
of thinking things over quietly. 
Quiet unhurried 'thought is one 
way of developing personality and 
character, and not only that but it 
will lead a man to see the different 
phases ot life as they stand in their 
true relation to one another. He 
will sec things ss they ore, and will 
not tend to exaggerate one phase 
of life at the expense ot another. 

If a can finds that his own com- 
pany bores himself (sic) he may 
rest assured that there is something 
fundamentally wrong with his 
character. On the other hand, he 
may find himself quite a congenial 
person with whom to associate, and 
may find that his own personal 
problems magically solve them 
selves by 'this method ot solitary 
communing with self.' 

Our college work should not 
bring us under a mass of detail and 
dull our ambitions and ideals; It 
should rather give us a greater con 
fldence in ourselves, and should fit 
us to go forth Into the world with 
Ideas and principles that see things 
as they really are, not as. they are 
supposed to be.

Perhaps some day that schoolgirl 
complexion will be kept with the 
"tangy freshness of tobacco soap" 
instead of the "delicate fragrance 
of violet suds." True, the. soap at 
present smells like, an old corn- cob 
pipe, but the result may be one' of 
the wonders of modern science. 
With tobacco rayon a possibility 
women may expect to start wearing 
tobacco stockings duilng and after

WOOD STAINS 

In the more practical side at 
present Is the use of tobacco ■ in 
making waterproof stains for wood- 
work. In ordinary stains used now, 
it is necessary to cover tlic stain 
with a protective shellac, which the 
new tobacco stain would not need. 
The richer stain of the dark leaves 
of low grade tobacco is much better 
for this than the lighter burley. 

Nicotine, l>ogcy-man used to 
frighten grade school children out 
of smoking, Is used In great quanti- 
ties as a liquid Insecticide. Many 
well-known brands of "bug-klller" 
used by farmers all over tho United 
States are made of nicotine sul- 
phate. 

Fruit growers, planters and farm- 
ers have said that they would use 
more of the commodity if it could 
be produced cheaper. Great strides 
have already been made in that 
direction: work is also being carried 
on now at the Experiment station 
for the commercial use of "fixed" 
nicotine, or nicotine dust 

Nicotinic acid Is being tised in 
flour to furnish vitamin B complex, 
and organic acids, not yet isolated, 
are a commercial pôsibiijttjr.' 

CHEAFEB SMokks'^^ 
The denlcoUnized tobacco then 
could be used to blend with higher 
grades to make a smoke that would 
not be too expensive and yet eon- 
tain less nicotine. . 

After the tobacco has been pro- 
cessed until all solubles are out, the 
remainder is ready* to be made into 
wall board. A light bluish-gray In 
color, the board is sturdy and light 
and excellent for Insulation pur- 
poses. 

The hope of bringing up the price 
of the lower grades of tobacco is at 
the root of the whole matter. 'On 
the 1039 market the extremely low 
grades brought only one dollar a 
hundred; the same tobacco in 1940 
brought itwo dollars; and it Is hoped 
that the '1941 tcrop will bring about 
four dollars. The greater use that is 
being made of the low grade to- 
bacco and Its by-products will raise 
the price and bring more satisfac- 
tion to the grower.

AVAILABLE FOR UNIVERSITY 
LOVERS OF .MUSIC

Chaliapin and Caruso really sounded 
like? Have you ever longed for the 
exotic strains of ' a Clypso song 
(whatever that is) to soothe your 
spirits? Well, if you have, your 
wishes are near fulfilment Both 
Chaliapin. Caruso and the Calypso 
singers Attila and the Lion arc rep- 
resented in the 632 records donated 
to the University of Toronto by the 
Carnegie Corporation of New York. 

"The present problem," Dr. A. M. 
Wynne, of the Faculty of Medicine, 
convenor of thî committoe which is 
to discuss administration uf the 
gift, told The Varsity Saturday, "is 
to find a place where students may 
go to hear the recqrds." A com- 
mittee of Faculty members ap- 
pointed by President H. J. Cody, 
and six members of the Students' 
Administrative Council will meet 
today to discuss the problem. 

The phonograph, current convcr- 
tor, album cabinet, albums, records, 
index and the copy of Grove's Dic- 
tionary of Music and Musicians 
which comprise the gift, arc now 
stored in University College. It will 
be necessary now to obtain a larger 
furnished room where the equip- 
ment may be set up and a largo 
number of people may listen to the 
records. 

The collection itself, while by no 
means exhaustive, contains a repre- 
sentative selection of most, of the 
known forms of music. Orchestra, 
piano, harpsichord, piano, organ, 
violin, cello, guitar and band music 
arc available. And songs in all 
tongues from Greek to Eskimo may 
be heard when the library becomes 
operative. A process has been found 
whereby old vocal records may 
have new orchestral accompani- 
ments dubbed in. Dr. Wynne told 
The Varsity. Caruso record of "I 
Pagliaccl' 'Is one of these. 

The hope has been expressed by 
the committee that full use will be 
made of the opportunity afforded 
by this library to hear not only 
many standard and well known 
musical works, but also works in
